Scientific Tabulations Are Recom- 
mended ns Aid to a 
Successful Life 



Dr. Con O. Lee, noted psychologist, 
introduced an innovation in the way 
of lectures when he appeared in St. 
Teresa's auditorium before the stu- 
dents and faculty March 1. His 
unique subject, “Six Impossible 
Things Before Breakfast”, drew a 
large and curious crowd. 

Dr. Lee made it plain that it was 
not his intention to go into any 
theory of evolution. His interest lay 
in what man is and what he is best 
fitted to do with his various talents. 
He explained that all people are dif- 
ferent and the reason for this differ- 
ence is: 

Defines Biological Types 

"There are five distinct and sepa- 
rate biological types of humanity, nu- 
tritive, thoracic, muscular, osseous, 
cerebral, each witli its peculiar head- 
shape, profile, color and handshape”. 
Then Dr. Lee proceded to illustrate 
his theory by characterizing well- 
known people and relating entertain- 
ing anecdotes about his research 
work. He concluded by saying, 
“When one finds to what class he 
belongs he will be able to tell where- 
in lie will fail and wherein he can 
succeed and find happiness." 

In response to the lecturer’s invi- 
tation to tlie audience to question 
him on It is work, interest of the 
students resulted in Dr. Lee's con- 
tinuing his discussion for an hour 
and a half.

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NO MORE LADIES? 

In a recent address Dr. Henry Noble McCracken, 
president of Vassal- College, made the distressing dec- 
laration that he believed there existed no more "real 
ladies". This biased statement was convincingly con- 
tradicted by one of the many so-called non-existents, 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, in a lecture to her press 
conference, March 13. 

“In essentials a lady remains exactly what she always 
was," Mrs. Roosevelt said, “but as customs and times 
change, the superficialities change. The essentials are 
kindliness of spirit and the kind of naturalness which 
is not dependent on birth or circumstances surround- ! 
ing the person, but an inner assurance that if you are 
doing the right and kind thing it must be the right 
way to act." 

It would seem to au impartial onlooker that Mrs. 
Roosevelt, former dean of a leading girls’ school and 
prominent in innumerable social enterprises for the 
advancement and education of women, would be the 
more qualified to judge of such a question. It seems 
also incredible that one with Dr. McCracken’s experi- 
ence and reputation could make such a sweeping and 
prejudiced assertion. 

PATRICK HENRY TODAY 

The inspiring and immortal words of Patrick Henry, 
"Give me liberty or give me death”, are opening up 
a new vista of political independence throughout Euro- 
pean countries, a new aspect which threatens to rouse 
latent opinions in the minds of the "melting pot” mem- 
bers of America. 

This controversial subject to which the patriot Henry 
referred is now being reflected in the history making 
era of foreign dictatorship. The power behind the 
throne is no longer a phrase but a reality threatening 
peace and prosperity. This new deal in the last year 
has become particularly evident in the meteor-like as- 
cent into the limelight of such men as Benito Musso- 
lini of Italy, Adolpli Hitler of Germany and Stalin, 
ruler of Russia. These dictators are opening up a new 
field in which the elements of liberty and independence 
have already been abolished through the prohibition 
of freedom of speech and of the press in nine European 
countries! Under their iron rule unrest is resulting 
in riots and warfare with a strong and general trend 
to dictator government in Cuba and in Mexico. 

At present America is merely looking on but with 
the vast populace of foreign citizens, how great a degree 
of republican government will be maintained? Left 
to itself under the skillful guidance of President Roose- 
velt a united and independent nation will let dictator- 
ship drown in its own treacherous whirlpool. The 
golden memorial off the coast of New York holds for 
American and European alike a new and tremendous 
meaning, but the problem still remains: Will the march 
of time bring dictators to the nations of the world? 
Will the American nation stand apart secure in its 
liberty, freedom of speech and the equality of its 
citizens?

The only persons who advance this ( 
theory are a group of short-sighted thinkers who be- « 
lieve that it is easier to write about opportunities that a 
are lost than to go out and look for them. There will C 
always be a place for the ambitious, the level-headed, 



the willing worker. And all sophomore college gradu- 
ates should possess these three qualities. 

Three months remain In which to decide “What to 
do". There is no time to be wasted on wishy-washy 
half-decisions. Approximately ninety days are left to 
consider seriously the problem of "living most and 
serving best” — and the days are so short. 

ANTIDOTE FOR REPORT CARD DAY 

Recently the college students received the semi- 
annual report of their progress; to the happiness and 
expectations of some; to the disappointment and 
sorrow of many. Probably it wasn’t so much to the 
disappointment of the students — they half expected 
it — as that of their parents who showed by long 
speeches about being grateful for the efforts that are 
made to send the offspring to school tiiat they were 
disappointed. 

In many cases the parents themselves are responsible 
for the low marks, unusual as this may seem. How 
many mothers realize that in asking Mary to make 
a fourth hand at bridge when some guest has failed to 
appear and the party is ruined that she is taking time 
which would have been spent in study? How many 
fathers realize that the political lecturer on the radio 
positively prohibits concentration? 

Of course there are always a few who do not even 
think about their marks; for these, radios, parties, 
noise of any kind makes little difference since they 
are not interested in school work and know what to 
expect at the middle and end of each school year. 

For the group that is willing to study but disturb- 
ance at home interferes with their work, there are two 
remedies; they can spend more time at school in study 
hours or they can simply ask mother and dad to co- 
operate with them in keeping some period of the eve- 
ning quiet for study. There is not one parent who 
would not be willing to help, perhaps not in this way 
but in some other, to make a success of his daughter’s 
most important years. Of course even this system will 
not make geniuses out of every student at once, but 
it will help to raise low grades and, after all, isn’t 
that what all the fuss is about on grade-card day?

THE LONG ItOAl) HOME 

The Macmillian Co. John Moody 

New York $2.50 

John Moody, the internationally known financial 
writer and publisher, here tells the story of his own 
interesting life. Mr. Moody writes of his youthful 
struggles, his business adventures, his enthusiasms in 
political and social reforms and his search for “Home” 
which lie calls the Catholic Church. 

The author’s religious experiences are particularly 
interesting for they were many and varied. As a boy. 
Mr. Moody was a member of the High Episcopal 
Church; later when he took up his business career 
he drifted into a philosophy which refused to acknowl- 
edge God or life after death. However, a number of 
years later upon the death of his eldest son he was 
brought very sharply to the realization of his need of 
God. After endless study and investigation of Church 
history and doctrine John Moody in the spring of 1931 
reached “Home” and was received into the Catholic 
Church. 

Thus ends the simple straight-forward story of a 
business man who not only saw, as so many do, but 
tollowed the long road home” and who concludes 
with these words: “This great Mother Church of the 
Christian Faith has brought me the inestimable bless- 
ing of perfect peace. Where all was doubt before she 
gives me certainty. Where all was chaos and confusion, 
she brought me order. Where once was only shadow 
I now have substance.
